“My tod@r this year was only a 
reconnoitering expedition, but it 
produced valuable experiences for 
a further attempt to reach Alaska 
by way of the Pole. I am deter- 
mined to follow out my plan, but 
will not now say how. 

“In no case will I co-operate in 
the German airship plan advanced 
by Lieut. Hugo Eckener. I want 
to take the Norwegian flag to the 
Pole.. International co-operation 
is all right theoretically, but a 
small country like Norway will 
have to work all alone go make the 
world aware of her existence.” 

Amundsen added that all the fly- 
ers of his recent expedition would 
co-operate in writing a book on the 
flight.

ROME, July 6.—Cardinal Merry 
del Val and others charged with 


the care of St. Peter’s treasury 
were.calm today as they discussed 
the theft of valuable Vatican jew- 
els and relics. 

“Happily,” said the Cardinal, 
“the first estimates of the loss were 
heavier than it later proved. News3- 
papers have given the value of the 
loot from the treasury as 4,000,000 
lire, but, by the grace of God, it 
isn’t even 1,000,000 lire ($50,009), 
though it is hard to value works 
of art by Bellini, Michelangelo and 
other masters.” 

Though Cardinal Merry del Val 
did not say so, the comparatively 
small value of the booty is due to 
him. When he became archpriest 
of St. Peter’s, many years ago, he 
found cupboards with ordinary 
locks holding the treasure. He im- 
mediately ordered a complicated 
system of electric wiring that 
would deal a heavy shock to thieves 
tampering with the cupboard and 
also sound an alarm. Through an 
oversight the objects stolen Friday 
had been placed in a cabinet not 
protected by this system.”*

They are paroled prisoners 
from the Boonville Reformatory, 
haying been released recently un- 
der the reformatory’s “merit” sys- 
tem, for observance of the institu- 
tion's rules. O'Flaherty, also a re- 
formatory inmate, was released on 
furlough because of his mother's 
iliness.

FEDERAL AID URGED 
T0 GUT COAL PRICES 


Restoration of ‘Normal Com- 
petitive Basis’ in Anthracite 
Industry Favored. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 6. oe Con- 


gress ig asked in a report by the 
Federal Trade Commission, made 
public last night, to take steps to 
restore the anthracite industry to 
a “normal competitive basis” and 
thus assure an aaequate supply at 
reasonable prices. 


The report, dealing with past 
high prices of the fuel, viewed 
“persistent efforts of the Depart- 
ment of Justice to disintegrate the 
anthracite combination’ as suc- 
cessful to a large diegree and sug- 
gested similar action by Congress 
to obviate high premium prices in 
times of actual or = anticipated 
shortage. Complete restoration of 
competition in the industry, in the 
opinion of the commission, would 
be preferable to price regulation. 

Of the 88,000,000 tons of anthra- 
cite mined annually, 70 per cent 
was said to have been produced 
by eight large companies, now or 
recently owned by or affiliated 
with railroads, and that the re- 


dependent companies. The com- 
mission reported that the railroad 
coal companies published prices 
periodically, but that they failed 
to reflect current changes in sup- 
ply and demand, while the inde- 
pendents simply took the highest 
price obtginable. 


Information Bureau Urged. 


Development of a public statis- 
tical organization to regularly pub- 
lish information regarding the in- 
dustry and coal prices was recom- 
mended, along with a suggestion 
that greater price reductions be 
effected in the late spring and 
summer to encourage earlier buy- 
ing by private consumers. 

As additional measures to pre- 
vent frequent recurring anthracite 
shortages, the report recommend- 
ed education of the consumer in 
possible use of economical subst!- 
tutes, systematic development of 
earlier and more rational buying 
by municipalities, increased stor- 
age equipment at mines and dis- 
tributing agencies, and eniarge- 
ment of mine capacity to meet pe- 
riods of unusual demand. 

Large Profits Exacted. 

The commission credited 
high coal prices in 1922 to an 
actual shortage, but similar top 
prices charged by ‘ndependent op- 
erators in 1923 were held due to 
an anticipated shortage. A wide 
range of prices at the mjne in the 
fall of 1923 also were declared to 
have enabled wholesalers to exact 
large profits after the brief strike 
in September of that year. Spec- 
ulation among wholesalers was held 
by the commission to have figured 
in the high price of anthracite in 
1923, much coal being said to have 
passed through two or more whole- 
salers before reaching the retailer.

WASHINGTON, July ».—Within 
‘two months from today, when 
| complete reportem of what hap- 
‘pened yesterday in the second 
nation-wide defense test muster 


are received at the War Depart- 
men. a study will be initiated by 
the general staff to determine how 
future inventories of America’s de- 
fenses shall be made. 

The question whether national 
tests Bhall be held at a fixed date 
each year, or whether the musters 
shall be divided as to time and by 
components of the three-part army 
of the United States, has come to 
the forefront. . 

There is no division between. 
army authorities as to the need of 
some sort of stock-taking each 
year. They unanimously @ deciare 
that the tests last September .and 
on July 4 fully proved their value 
and that the popular support gtv- 
en them was sufficient for the de- 
partment to use as a basis for re- 
quests that Congress authorize the 
holding of similar musters every 
year. 

There are those who contend, 
however, that since President 
Coolfdge has said the authority of 
Congress must be obtained if the 
muster is made an annual event, 
such authorization would be more 
readily given if sought in the form 
of divisional or corps area musters, 
held at various times each year. 

One handicap that caused more 
concern than affy other this year 
was the selection of July 4. The 
same difficulty may arise again 
next year if a national muster is 
held. ; 

Regarding the muster Saturday 
Major-General John L. Hines, chief 
of staff, said that incomplete re- 
ports from the nine corps area 
commanders indicated that the re- 
sponse of civilians, regular army, 
national guard and organized re- 
serves, “was more than two-thirds 
as great as last year.” 

It was estimated that an aggre- 
gate of 15,000,000. persons 
pated, while in the September test, 
16,000,000 civilians exclusive of the 
regular army, national guard and 
organized resérves, took an active 
part.

BERLIN, July 6.—Provisiona] 
figures of the census taken last 
month show that the population of 
Germany is roughly 62,500,000, 
excluding the Sarro region, the 
population of which is estimated at 
another 750,000. Thus, the popu- 
lation of Germany is about -the 
same as it was in 1908, whereas at 
the outbreak of the war, it was 
roughly 68,000,000. 

It is estimated that Germany lost 
nearly 7,000,000 by the cession of 
various territories under the terms 
of the peace treaty, another 2,750,- 
000 by deaths during the war and 
2,500,000 through a decreased birth 
rate during the war period. 

But for the war it is pointed out 
that Germany would now have had 
a population of about 75,000,000. 
Nevertheless, the population is 
steadily increasing. As compared 
with the census taken in 
there are about 3,350,000 more peé- 
ple, or an increase of 6% per cent. 

Berlin, with a populatien of 38,- 
$00,000, is still the second largest 


city of Europe. Hamburg is 
the second largest German city 
with just over a million. Cologne, 


Munich and Dresden each have 
more than 600,000, while Breslau 
has a little more than half a mil- 
lion. 


COOLIDGE ACCUSED OF DODGING

Opponents of Hooded Order Plan

WASHINGTON, July 6.—The 
proposed demonstration by the Ku 
Klux Klan in Washington early in 
August promises to be very em- 
barrassing to the President. Anti- 
klan leaders here charge him with 
trying to ‘‘pass the buck” and are 
going to bombard him with peti- 
tion after petition. 

There are signs of weakening on 
the part of local officials. Col. C. 
O. Sherill, Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Buildings and Public Parks, 
has sent to Swampscott all the in- 
formation he has on the contro- 
versy over the permit to use the 
Washington Monument’ grounds 
for a religious service after the Ku 
Klux parade. L. , Mueller, repre- 
sentative of the Imperial Wizard, 
holds that his organization has as 
much right to march over the 
streets of the national capital as 
any other fraternal order, and he 
demands it. Col. Sherrill agrees 
with Mueller that his organization 
has a right to use the open thea- 
ter that so many people use. “ The 
opponents of the program are go- 
ing over the heads of the city gov- 
ernment and Sherrill to the Presi- 
dent to try to compel him to ex- 
press his views. They will not be 
satisfied with a declaration that 
the matter is up to the local offi- 
cilals.

‘WAR IN MOROCCO 


Tribes, Once Friendly Have 
Descrted to Ri‘fians, 
Thereby 
Long French Line. 


PAINLEVE ISSUES’ 
REASSURING NOTE 


Says Public Opinion Should 
Not Be Distorted by Epi- 
sodes Customary in Col- 
onial Wars. 


By the Associated Press. 
PARIS, July 6.—Supreme com- 


mand of the French forces oppos- 
ing the Riffians in Morocco, is to 
be taken from Marshal Lyautey. 
the Governor-General, and entrust- 
ed to a General who will leave 
France immediately for the front. 

This decision, which 1s subject 
to ratification by the Cabinet to- 
day, was reached at a council of 
war last night under the chairman- 
ship of M. Painleve, Premier and 
War Minister. The step is being 
taken, it is explained,to allow Mar- 
shal Lyautey freedom in carrying 
out his administrative and political 
duties. 

The man selected for the post is 
understood to be Gen. Guillaumat, 
commander of the allied operations 
in the Balkans during the World 
War. | 

Dispatches from Fez yesterday 
represented the situation in a high- 
ly pessimistic light, with wholesale 
defections of hitherto friendly 
tribesmen and an insufficiency of 
French troops to hold the long line 


against Abd-el-Krim’s drives in the 


direction of Fez and Taga. ; 

Painleve’s Note. 
~ This caused such a stir in Paris 
that Premier Painleve issued an ex- 
plantory note declaring that “pub- 
lic opinion ought not to allow itself 
to be distorted by such episodes, 
which are customary in colonia! 
wars.” 

The impression prevails, never 
theless, that Abd-el-Krim’s of- 
fensive is devoloping upon a lerger 
scale than any he has thus far at- 
tempted, calling for drastic action 
on the part of the French com- 
mand. The French have begun a 
counter movement, and this is 
making considerable headway, ac- 
cording to the latest advices from 
headquarters. . 

Taza has become the centér of 
interest on the Moroccan front. 
The tribes north of that city, which 
previously have sided with the 
French, now have rebelled, throw- 
ing their support to Abd-el-Krim 
and thus increasing the danger to 
Fez from the East. 

French official circles, however, 
express themselves as reassured by 
the measures taken to meet this 
new development.

TIGHTENING OF MARRIAGE 
BONDS URGED BY ASSOCIATION 


Episcopal Church Will Be Asked to 
Repeal Proviso Permitting Di- 
vorced Persons to Rewed. 

NEW YORK, Juiy 6.—Declaring 
a half century of experierce had 
proved it to be “the ever-ready 
wedge of collusion, fraud and false- 
hood,” the Sanctity of Marriage 
Association announced yesterday it 
would ask the Protestant Episcopal 
Church to repeal the proviso by 
which innocent persons in divorce 
suits based on infidelity have been 
allowed to remarry. 

The association, including such 
church leaders as Bishop Manning, 
Bishop Burgess of Long Island and 
Bishop Matthews of New Jersey, 
advances seven reasons why the 
one exception to the church canon 
on remarriage of divorced persons 
should be abolished. 

The petition for repeal of the 
proviso will be submitted to the 
triennial convention of the church 


in New Orleans in October. 

The proviso should’ be repealed, 

the association believes, because 
“nowhere in the New Testament 
is there a singie word in support 
of remarriage of either party after 
‘putting away’ during the lifetime 
of the other. 
. “Nowhere, either in Old or New 
Testament is there any assumption, 
much less assertion, of the modern 
theory that adultery or any other 
sin, ipso facta, dissolves a mar- 
riage, which is not a mere contract 
but a state or condition.” 

The statement points out that 
“nowhere since the fourth century, 
in the whole Western church down 
to the year 1868, was therg any 
canonical allowance for the remar. 
riage of the so-called ‘innocent 
party.’ 

“The proviso,” the statement 
continues, places upon Bishops “an 
impossible duty” of determining, 
without power to call and examine 
witnesses, between innocent and 
guilty persons, despite issuance of 
a court decree.
